HUNDREDS of pink balloons were 
released at a beachside vigil for 
Sophie Harrison on Friday night as 
an emotional farewell was paid to 
the popular teenager. 

Friends of 18-year-old Sophie, of Beech 
Close, Faversham, gathered at Tankerton 
Slopes, Whitstable, on Good Friday to cele¬ 
brate the popular grammar school pupil’s life. 

Nearly everyone who attended the event let 
go of a balloon with their memories of the 
promising A-level student written on and 
many lit candles in her honour. 

Friend Amy-Jayne Lambert said the beach 
gathering attracted more than 200 people and 
was a “perfect” tribute. 

She added: “We all wrote messages on pink 
balloons and let them go. Everyone lit a can¬ 
dle, there were so many. The boys made a fire, 
as the Friday before Sophie tried to make one 
but couldn’t, so they made one for her. 

“The turn out was mind-blowing. I couldn’t 
believe how many people attended. It just 
shows how much of an impact Sophie had on 
people’s lives. It was a beautiful evening for a 
beautiful girl.” 

Sophie was a passenger in a silver Land 
Rover Discovery that overturned in Rheims 
Way, Canterbury, on Saturday, April 4. 

She was airlifted to the Royal London 
Hospital, but never regained consciousness 
and died less than 48 hours later.

their memories of her on the pages of 
a Facebook group that now has more 
than 700 members. 

Fellow pupil and friend James Hills, 
who set up the page, said Sophie was 
“best known for her constant smiling” 
and was “loved by us all”. 

Friend Rose Walton described 
the teenager - who was due to 
take her A-levels this summer - as 
“unforgettable”. 

Meanwhile crash investigators are 
still appealing for witnesses to the 
accident, which happened near the 
junction of Rheims Way, London 
Road, and Knight Avenue, at 6.20pm. 

The 18-year-old driver of the Land 
Rover and four other passengers were 
treated for minor injuries at the 
William Harvey Hospital in Ashford. 

No other vehicles were involved.

IT HAS been key to 
boosting tourist numbers 
and injecting cash into 
the local economy - and 
what’s more, walking is 
even good for you. 

Now series of guided health 
walks has been drawn up to 
encourage people to talk regular 
strolls in and around Faversham 
to benefit their health and fitness. 
Anyone can take part and the 
walks are free. 

They are also being touted as 
the ideal recession-busting pas¬ 
time. But those behind the project 
are looking for local people to take 
the lead in guiding the walks. 

Organisers say they want com¬ 
munity-minded people to lead the 
walks, which take place in and 
around the town, taking in local 
places of interest such as the 
creeks and its tributaries and sur¬ 
rounding villages. 

The walks begin at Faversham 
library at 9.45am for a 10am start 
every Wednesday and anyone 
interested should gather in the 
reception. 

A spokesman said: “The routes 
are varied as much as possible so 
everyone can get involved. 


Faversham Creek and the Saxon 
Shore Way are popular with walk¬ 
ers and will be visited as the 
weather improves. Other places 
include Lorenden Park, Oare gun¬ 
powder works and Luddenham. 

The walks last about 60 to 90 
minutes. 

“Joining a group is a great way 
to start walking and to stay moti¬ 
vated - it is also a valuable social 
activity. 

“Walking has health benefits 
such as weight loss, muscle 
enhancement and general fitness. 

We have a very enthusiastic and 
friendly group of walkers, with 
new people signing up each week. 

“You will receive a free rucksack 
after six walks and a free step- 
counter after 12. All walks are led 
by trained volunteers. There is no 
need to book, simply turn up and 
join in - everyone’s welcome.

Claim Arden play 
was Shakespeare 

AN ACADEMIC claims the anonymous 
work Arden of Feversham is actually a 
long-lost masterpiece by Shakespeare. 

Dr John Casson claims the play - per¬ 
formed often in the town at Arden House 
where it was set - is the first tragedy of 
England’s greatest dramatist. 

The claim has been made before, but 
no proof has ever been forthcoming. 

Dr Casson spent three years studying 
writings thought to be connected to 
William Shakespeare and poring over 
the letters of Sir Henry Neville, consid¬ 
ered the latest candidate for the author¬ 
ship of the Bard’s plays. 

He has published his findings in a 
book, titled Enter Pursued By a Bear. 

Dr Casson said: “Some have said, We 
don’t know if this is by Shakespeare’, so 
I've been able to study them and say, 
‘Here’s the evidence for Shakespeare; 
but here’s also the evidence for Neville’. 
I’ve been able to link the two.” 
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Doc helps to 
ease strain 
on hospitals 

DR GILLIAN Corbie has been going 
the extra mile for patients at her 
Faversham Health Centre practice 
in Bank Street so they can be treat¬ 
ed closer to home. 

Patients with serious conditions 
that would usually see them 
referred to a hospital consultant 
have been benefiting from surgery 
performed by Dr Corbie at the 
health centre. 

Basil Cummings, a patient in his 
eighties, is among those to benefit. 

He said: “It takes away the stress 
of having an operation. It makes a 
real difference to be treated by peo¬ 
ple you know.” 

Mr Cummings suffers from rapid¬ 
ly-growing skin tumours as a side 
effect of medication he takes to stop 
his body rejecting the kidney trans¬ 
plant he had 25 years ago. 

Dr Corbie’s scheme means he can 
be treated in Faversham rather than 
have to make a trip to Kent and 
Canterbury Hospital. According to 
Dr Corbie, it can take a month for 
patients such as Mr Cummings to be 
seen at the hospital. 

“In a month his tumour could eas¬ 
ily have doubled or tripled in size,” 
said the doctor. 


Beauty or blight? 
Street trees await 
residents' verdict 


TREES along Abbey Street could be 
facing the chop - if locals decide they 
are blighting their lives. 

Residents are to be consulted as to 
whether the trees which border the 
road should be removed. 

The trees are one of the reasons 
the street - which is one of the most 
historic in the county - is so highly 
popular to live in. 

However in recent years they have 
become a nuisance to some home- 
owners who say they are a problem 
because of their foliage. 

As well as blocking windows the 
roots have also caused damage to the 
footpath. 

Light 

Swale councillors heard that the 
main complaint about the trees was 
one of light being blocked from 
entering homes as their windows are 
small. 

Members of the local authority 
were told that as many of the homes

in the area are very old they have 
extremely small windows. 

The trees themselves have been a 
part of the local area since they were 
planted in the 1960s. 

Some of them have now achieved 
quite a size, with roots becoming 
overgrown and causing problems for 
the pavement as well as obstacles to 
pedestrians. 

Repairs to the tarmac in the area 
are being considered to rectify some 
of this damage. 

Councillors also heard the trees 
had been “the subject of controversy 
for many years” and suggestions had 
previously been made that they be 
moved further apart. 

The meeting ruled that residents 
of Abbey Street be asked for their 
opinions regarding the removal of 
any of the trees and the condition of 
the footpath.

REPORTS of bright lights and 
mysterious hovering objects sug¬ 
gest Kent’s skies may be home to 
more than meets the eye. 

Information released by the Ministry of 
Defence shows there have been 56 recorded 
sightings of UFOs over the county in the last 
decade, with 10 last year alone. 

Examples include: 

• A huge disc-shaped object “approximately 
20 times the size of an aeroplane” spotted 
flying above Rainham. 

• Bright orange craft “similar in shape to 
inverted light bulb” travelling at pace 2,000ft 
above Kennington, Ashford. 

• Three “very low, very bright lights” travelling 
in formation before doing “acrobatics” before 
a large “globe-like object appeared and 
changed colours in a pulsating way, in the 
skies of Littleboume, near Canterbury. 

• Lights in the sky which circled a caller’s 
house in a “half-moon shape” in Folkestone. 

• Sounding like an “industrial train”, a UFO 
was spotted above Tonbridge flying around in

circles at the height of aircraft with a strange 
flashing coming from it. 

The number of UFO sightings throughout 
the UK has risen dramatically over the last 
few years, from 97 in 2006 to 285 last year. 

The figure of 10 in Kent was also the highest 
in 10 years. 

Nick Pope, the MoD’s former UFO project 
head, told the BBC the very fact the ministry 
was now publishing its files on sightings was 
generating interest in the phenomenon. 

He added: “UFOs are a subject that almost 
everyone has an opinion on. 

“It is one of those great subjects which if you 
mention it down the pub, someone will claim 
to have seen one, another will claim it’s all a 
big Government cover-up and someone else 
will say it’s all a load of rubbish.” 

Nineteen files covering sightings between 
1986 and 1992 were made available to view for 
the first time last October. 

They included a mysterious near-miss 



INTERGALACTIC VISITORS? Newly-released reports 
reveal an increase in UFO sightings in the county's skies 

between a UFO and a passenger jet in the 
skies above Lydd. 

According to a report of the 1991 incident, 
the captain of the Alitalia airliner shouted to 
his co-pilot in surprise as a brown missile¬ 
shaped object shot past them overhead. 

Other recorded sightings last year were not 
so detailed, with some members of the public 
notifying the MoD of UFOs without providing 
dates, times, locations or descriptions.

Spielberg film.”

The increase was set to be 6.2 per cent for 
the financial year 2009/2010, but central gov¬ 
ernment has put in place an option for coun¬ 
cils to increase rent by only 3.1 per cent.

Canterbury council has to make a decision 
on the housing minister’s lower increase 
option by Friday, April 24.

Benefit fraudster claimed 
almost £20,000 illegally 

A WOMAN was sentenced to 60 hours of unpaid 
community service after defrauding more than 
£19,000 of housing and council tax benefits, and 
in income support. 

Charlienne Woodgate, 26, of St George’s 
Avenue, Sheemess, admitted the offences at 
Sittingboume Magistrates Court. 

She pleaded guilty to three separate offences 
of dishonesty by failing to inform the 
Department of Work and Pensions, and Swale 
council, that she was living with a male partner. 

Woodgate defrauded £10,120.25 of housing 
benefit, £1,955.11 of council tax benefit and 
£7,460.05 of income support - making a total 
of £19,535.41. 

Jennifer Gibbs, council investigation officer, 
said: “Deliberately withholding information 
that affects your benefit claim is illegal. 

“Swale council and the Department of Work 
and Pensions take benefit fraud seriously. 

“If you are prosecuted for benefit fraud you 
can be fined or even receive a prison sentence. 

‘We will continue to work to stop criminals 
like this taking money that is meant for people 
genuinely in need. 

“Members of the public can report, in confi¬ 
dence, anyone they think has committed ben¬ 
efit fraud to Swale council’s Fraud Hotline on 
01795 417714 or to the National Benefit 
Fraud Hotline on 0800 854 440.”

COOKING oil can be turned into 
electricity thanks to a revolutionary 
process now being used in Kent. 

From this week used oil can be deposited in 
special tanks at 16 waste sites around the 
county - and it won’t cost the council taxpayer 
a penny. 

The oil is converted to a new fuel called LF 
100 to generate electricity which is passed into 
the National Grid. 

The scheme was unveiled by Cllr Keith 
Ferrin, Kent County Council’s cabinet mem¬ 
ber for environment, highways and waste, at 
Tovil Recycling site in Maidstone on Tuesday 
last week. Used cooking oil clogs up sewers 
and can put wildlife in danger. 

LF 100 is produced by Living Fuels, a new 
company developing the pioneering fuel. 
Managing director Ian Collins said one litre 
can be converted into enough energy to make 
240 cups of tea. The collection tanks hold 1,000 
litres, which is enough to power an average 
home for a year and the scheme has been 


rolled out across the country. 

He said: “Waste cooking oil is a major environ¬ 
mental problem. It costs utility companies £15 
million a year to unblock drains and sewers 
where the cold oil has congealed and solidified.” 


Special sensors inside the tanks tell a cen¬ 
tral control room when the oil tanks are ready 
for collection. 

The tanks are taken to a base in Essex 
where the impurities are filtered out and the 


fuel is used to power generators which convert 
it into electricity. 

Mr Collins said: “The process is carbon neu¬ 
tral because the original product is biological 
and has absorbed carbon dioxide. The carbon 
has been burned out in the cooking process so 
it becomes a living fuel.” 

The company has 160 sites across East 
Anglia and the South East. 

Cllr Ferrin said the process has a double 
effect because it gets rid of a nasty waste prod¬ 
uct and the resulting fuel lessens dependence 
on fossil fuels. 

He said: “Kent County Council are working 
towards raising our recycling rate to 42 per 
cent by 2011 and facilities like these are the 
way forward. 

“We are in a winning situation because we 
get rid of the oil at no cost to ourselves. It is a 
very useful addition to our recycling strategy.” 

New tanks have been delivered to sites in 
Faversham, Deal, Sheerness, Margate, 
Sandwich, Herne Bay, Canterbury, Dover, 
Folkestone, Ashford, Maidstone, Dartford, 
Sittingbourne and Sundridge.

St Bernards on the search for new homes 


IF YOU are worried about getting lost on 
upcoming mountain trips, an appeal from 
the RSPCA may just be your tot of brandy. 

But if not, then you may still like the idea 
of taking on a giant cuddly St Bernard. 

And the animal charity has plenty of them 
to go around - more than 100 in fact, saved 
from appalling conditions at a North¬ 
amptonshire kennel. They were found around 
Christmas time last year, and all are now 
doing well, and are in need of a new home. 

The RSPCA is asking readers if they can 
find room in their homes and their hearts to 
give these animals the care they deserve. 


It has taken since December for the previ¬ 
ous owner to give up their rights to the dogs, 
and now the friendly giants are ready to 
start their new lives. 

The dogs are being re-homed in small 
groups through various RSPCA animal cen¬ 
tres. Priority will be given to potential own¬ 
ers who live nearest to where the dogs are 
currently being cared for to limit how far 
they will have to travel to their new homes. 

In the south east region, priority will be 
given to people living in Kent, as the dogs 
are being cared for near Maidstone. 

Pointing out the vitally obvious, the RSPCA 


said St Bernards are large dogs and, as these 
particular animals have lived in kennels all 
their lives, they are not used to walking on 
leads and have not been house trained. 

They will need experienced homes where 
there is a reasonably large amount of space. 
They will also need regular grooming. 

Paul Williams, RSPCA animal welfare man¬ 
ager in the RSPCA’s east region, said: “These 
dogs will need special care and patience.

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Water watchdog snarls over 
price hikes and metering plan 


WATER companies have been accused of 
kicking Kent customers while they are down 
by planning huge bill increases while people 
are struggling to cope with the recession. 

Firms serving the county published their 
final business plans last week, setting out 
how much they plan to spend between 2010- 
15 and how much more homeowners will 
have to pay as a result. 

Two of the five companies that supply 
water to Kent’s homes - Sutton and East 
Surrey Water and South East Water - have 
been singled out for criticism from the 
Consumer Council for Water (CCW). 

The watchdog was angry after bosses pro¬ 
posed huge above-inflation bill increases of 
27 per cent and 23 per cent respectively by 
the end of the five-year period. 

Bills would rise from an average of £154 to 
£196 for Sutton and East Surrey Water and 


from £158 to £193 for South East Water. 
Water regulator Ofwat will decide in 
November whether or not to approve the 
plans. While Sutton and East Surrey Water 
covers only a small area of north-east Kent, 
South East Water serves a much larger 
number of homes throughout the county as 
well as in Surrey, Sussex, Hampshire and 
Berkshire. 

David Bland, chairman of the CCW in the 
south east, said the firms should have 


thought more about the impact their plans 
would have on customers. 

“Despite pressure from us, some compa¬ 
nies’ plans remain out of line with what 
many customers would find acceptable,” he 
said. “South East Water is proposing a 13 per 
cent price increase in 2010 and a shift to 
metering for all customers. While some cus¬ 
tomers may initially save money by switch¬ 
ing to a meter, others will not. 

“The proposed combination of high price 


increases and water meters has the poten¬ 
tial to place households under increased 
financial pressure.” 

South East Water plans to spend £930 mil¬ 
lion improving its services over the next five 
years. This will include maintaining its 
underground mains, treatment works and 
storage stations. 

Managing director Paul Butler said the 
firm had tried to keep its charges as low as 
possible, including deferring an extra £124m 
investment until April 2015. 

He said: 'We face serious challenges that 
require unprecedented, long-term levels of 
investment, not least to ensure we can sup¬ 
ply the 25 per cent more homes and 300,000 
new customers forecast with the same 
secure, high-quality water supply our exist¬ 
ing customers - who are also using more 
water - receive.” 


minister's backing throws 
Bfefine to UK's sea anglers 


SEA anglers have won support 
from the Government in their bat¬ 
tle against EU plans to limit the 
amount of fish they can catch. 

Kent’s boat charter companies, tackle shops 
and related businesses fear financial ruin if 
they are forced to abide by the same strict quo¬ 
tas proposed for commercial fishermen 
throughout the Continent. 

Last week members of the European 
Parliament voted to amend Article 47 of the 
Common Fisheries Policy (CFP) so the limits 
no longer applied to recreational anglers. But 
the proposals still need to be approved by the 
European Commission. 

UK fisheries minister Huw Irranca-Davies 
has since said he will support the country’s sea 
anglers until the regulation is finalised. 

Leon Roskilly of pressure group the Angling

Trust, from Rainham, said: “I’m immensely 
reassured the Government is backing us on 
the issue of Article 47, including the many 
businesses and coastal communities that rely 
upon visiting sea anglers for their livelihoods. 

“The minister’s position reflects the effort 
put in by the Angling Trust, clubs and individ¬ 
uals to alert Defra to the damage these pro¬ 
posals could do to a sector that is incredibly 
important to so many and which has minimal 
impact on fish stocks. 

“That the Government is prepared to listen 
to our concerns gives every angler hope for the 
future. We look forward to a continued and 
robust defence of anglers’ rights and freedoms 
against all unnecessary restrictions.” 


Article 47 in its original form would have 
required recreational fishermen to register 
their boats, with whatever they caught count¬ 
ed against the national fisheries quota. 

Each country would also be required to 
decide what share of its quota to allocate to 
each species of fish. The plans were introduced 
as a way of clamping down on the over-fishing 
of certain species and halt a worrying decline 
in their numbers. 

However, South East MEP Richard 
Ashworth, who lives in Folkestone, said he was 
confident sea anglers would be happy with the 
end result of the CFP consultation. 

He said: “I am sorry that an amendment 
submitted by my colleagues to delete Article 
47 was defeated in the fisheries committee. 

“However, the fallback amendment that won 
majority support reassures me that recre¬ 
ational anglers have nothing to fear.”

Knocking animal rights extremists is akin to 
knocking Muslim extremists. It is only to be 
done with caution. 

But the band were quite right. It does raise 
some interesting points. 

I wonder if vegetarians should perhaps con¬ 
sider writing some strongly worded letters to 
people whose surname is ‘Butcher’ and asking 
them to change it to ‘Ethnically reared and 
humanely slaughtered’. 

Or perhaps the anti-hand guns lot could

Or, I suppose, it could just be a rather silly 
publicity stunt.

We must look out 
for wasted money 

May I please comment on the 
article in Yourswale on April 1 on 
Kent County Council’s involve¬ 
ment with Icelandic banks?

This will be the first such event 
held at the Central Theatre, but 
Blessed has worked as a narrator 
with many audiences during his long 
career, including the London 
Symphony Orchestra, The Bolshoi 
Symphony Orchestra and the BBC 
Concert Orchestra. 

His booming voice, larger-than-life 
personality and perfect elocution 
make him the ideal choice to guide 
audiences through a musical piece, 
while the musicians work their 
magic alongside him. It is the first 
time he has worked with the City of 
London Sinfonia, who approached 
him because they were specifically 
looking for somebody who could 
relate to audiences of all ages.

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Masses to entertain discerning visitors

“A NIGHT at the opera for the 
masses” was the dismissive com¬ 
ment of a friend when he learned 
we were off to Verona. 

Actually, he was right about the masses: up 
to 20,000 of us poured into the Roman 
amphitheatre where gladiators did battle 
almost 2,000 years ago. 

But what a night. As the sky darkened and 
the moon rose, thousands in the audience lit 
candles which glinted and danced like fireflies. 

We had chosen Verdi’s Aida, which has been 
packing them in at the Arena di Verona since 
it was chosen for the inaugural production at 
the first annual opera festival there in 1913. 


Even if you know nothing about opera, you’ll 
be swept up in the passion and spectacle. 

We were in the gradinata - cheap, unre¬ 
served seats - on the stone steps high above 
the stage. It’s not a climb for the infirm and the 
acoustics may suffer at this distance, but the 
bird’s eye view you get makes up for it. 

It’s essential to hire a cushion (three euros) 
when you go in as the unforgiving limestone 
radiates the heat stored in the day, making for 
an uncomfortable perch. 

Streaming out with the crowds well after 
midnight, we found ourselves in a city pulsing 
with life. Restaurants were taking orders, bars 


were packed, the streets thronged with people. 

Verona is compact, with the River Adige 
winding through it, making it easy to see on 
foot. It boasts many attractions: Roman ruins, 
renaissance architecture, churches with stat¬ 
ues and frescoes, stylish shops, intriguing side 
streets and busy restaurants. 

If you love art and the ambience of an Italian 
city, then it’s difficult to think of anywhere bet¬ 
ter for a weekend break. 

We found it easy to get around the main 
landmarks on foot, though it pays to make an 
early start in the baking heat of summer, and 
we took frequent breaks for chilled drinks or a 


delicious, refreshing cup of fresh fruit from a 
market stall. Fountains are sprinkled 
throughout the old city, ideal for filling a water 
bottle or just quenching your thirst. 

If you’re in the mood, it’s worth climbing the 
275-foot Lamberti tower for views out over the 
city’s terracotta roofs and river bridges to the 
surrounding hills with their cypress trees. 

We set aside one day for a trip to Lake 
Garda, just 20 minutes away by train. You 
can’t expect to see much of the largest of the 
lakes in that time, but it’s enough for a taste. 

Returning to Verona it capped a truly won¬ 
derful break.

Countryside crime wave 
worry as recession bites

Private rental sector 
in sales turnaround 

LANDLORDS are buying more proper¬ 
ties than they are selling for the first 
time in two years, according to the 
Association of Residential Letting 
Agents (Aria). 

In its members’ survey of the private 
rented sector for the first quarter of 
2009, more than double the number of 
agents reported landlords were buying 
properties than in the previous three 
months. 

Aria says this confidence has arisen 
despite members reporting an excess of 
properties in the rental market - a 
result of so-called reluctant landlords 
who enter the lettings market due to dif¬ 
ficulty selling their home. 

Ian Potter, operations manager of Aria, 
said: “The data shows there are property 
bargains to be had at the moment for 
those with a keen eye. 

“This substantiates our belief that 
buy-to-let remains a viable long-term 
investment.” 

Review your insurance 
policy and save money 

WEBSITE Confused.com has estimated 
homeowners are overpaying on insur¬ 
ance to the tune of £1.3 billion a year. 

But the same people are stringently 
ensuring they get the best deal when it 
comes to motor insurance. 

Researchers found that just seven per 
cent of motor customers, who were also 
homeowners, checked to see if they could 
find a better deal online for their home 
insurance - leaving 93 per cent who did 
not compare home insurance online. 

Darren Black, head of home insurance 
at Confused.com, said: “Almost 44 per 
cent of UK homeowners have not 
reviewed their home insurance policies 
in the last five years. Yet 65 per cent of 
motorists say they have used compari¬ 
son sites to ensure they get the right 
deal for their car insurance.” 

RoSPA's advice on DIY 

HOMEOWNERS planning DIY projects 
this spring have been given a safety 
warning by the Royal Society for the 
Prevention of Accidents. 

The society says many DIY jobs are too 
ambitious and badly prepared. Tools 
should be in good condition, correct for 
the job and unplugged before cleaning. 

A RoSPA official said reading instruc¬ 
tions before starting work and wearing 
safety gear was essential. 

Children and pets should also be kept 
away from where you work and products 
kept in their original containers. 



A RURAL insurer has identified a 
worrying trend for country 
dwellers - a 14.7 per cent rise in 
thefts from countryside homes in 
2008. 

NFU Mutual has found among the increase 
what it calls a “nationwide epidemic of thefts 
from domestic central heating oil tanks”. 

Now the company is urging rural homeown¬ 
ers to review security measures, a concern 
they say shared by police. 

Tim Price, a spokesman for NFU Mutual, 
said: “There is widespread concern in the 
countryside the recession will lead to a crime 
wave. 

“We have seen sharp increases in rural 
crime in previous economic downturns and are 
concerned these worrying figures could mark 
the first evidence of a new rural crime wave.” 

Violent crime is up too. 

Figures recently gathered under the 
Freedom of Information Act showed almost 
two thirds of the police forces surveyed in

England and Wales showed a rise in robberies 
in the past three months, compared with the 
same period in the previous year. 

All 43 police forces in England and Wales 
were asked to provide figures for robbery. Of 
the 32 that replied, 19 forces saw a rise, of 
which 13 were in rural areas. 

Home Secretary Jacqui Smith has also 
embarked on a “burglary summit” for England 
and Wales. 

Mr Price added: “If opportunist thieves see 
gates, floodlights and possible CCTV cameras, 
there’s a good chance they will keep going in 
search of easier pickings elsewhere. 

“On the home itself, decent locks on doors 
and windows and a burglar alarm are also 
effective deterrents.” 

NFU Mutual recommends the following 
home safety tips: 

• Install an alarm system and use an installer 
certified by a recognised approval body. 

• Fit and use insurance-approved security 


locks to all perimeter doors. 

• Fit and use window security locks on ground 
floor windows and accessible first floor win¬ 
dows. 

• Use SmartWater to mark valuable posses¬ 
sions. 

• Fit security heavy-duty padlocks to garages 
and other outbuildings. 

• Don’t leave valuables on view. 

• Secure ladders and tools out of sight. 

• Deter thieves from entering your property 
by installing and using lockable gates and by 
maintaining boundaries and perimeter fenc¬ 
ing. 

• Plant shrubs or install fences to hide 
exposed domestic heating oil tanks from the 
eyes of opportunist thieves. 

• Consider re-siting easily accessible tanks to 
an area or building where they are better pro¬ 
tected. 

• Note suspicious vehicles’ registration num¬ 
bers and report them to the police. 

• Keep large sums of cash or jewellery in a 
suitably safe place. 

• Install outside security lighting.

Potential drain on the battery is avoided by 
topping up with energy recovered from brak¬ 
ing, which also allows the alternator mostly to 
stay offline.

Farms alerted to new 
tax threat by experts 

Revenue from diversification activities has VAT implications

MANY traditional farming busi¬ 
nesses in Kent which have diversi¬ 
fied in recent years are being 
warned they may be subject to a 
new tax threat. 

HM Revenue and Customs plans to probe 
more into the tax affairs of rural businesses 
that have branched out to make ends meet, 
according to a county tax expert. 

Many farmers have gone into other activities 
such as light industrial units, livery and sta¬ 
bling, accommodation, and leisure activities as 
a way of boosting income. 

Beverley Aitken, tax partner at Maidstone- 
based DSH accountants and business advi¬ 
sors, said: ‘With farmers finding it increasing¬ 
ly difficult to make ends meet in recent years, 
many have diversified, finding that other busi¬ 
nesses are more profitable. 

“However, while most are probably doing 
things correctly, some may not be aware of the 
numerous VAT and direct tax implications 
that now apply to their business.” 

The tax people will be reviewing whether 
the correct rules have been applied for VAT, 
self-assessment income tax, corporation tax 
and inheritance tax. 

Ms Aitken is urging farmers who have diver¬ 
sified to carry out a tax ‘health check’ to pin¬ 
point any irregularities which could be sorted 
out fast. 

She said a VAT registration covered all busi¬ 
ness activities of the person registered. 

So, for example, a registered farmer provid¬ 
ing bed and breakfast or holiday accommoda¬ 
tion should account for VAT on both aspects of 
the business, unless the accommodation is a 



separate business operated by a different legal 
entity and its turnover is below the VAT regis¬ 
tration limit. 

Alan Buckett, head of VAT services at DSH, 
said: “There are so many things to consider, 
such as are you applying the correct VAT rate 
to all income? 

“For example, VAT is due at the zero rate for 
sales of food crops, but fuel crops and by-prod¬ 
ucts are liable to VAT at the standard rate. 

“Also if you are charging VAT on land or com¬ 


mercial buildings which you have let out, have 
you formally notified your option to tax to HM 
Revenue and Customs?” 

The tax people brought in new penalties for 
the taxpayer on April 1, which means penal¬ 
ties will be linked to the seriousness of the 
mistake or omission. Although genuine mis¬ 
takes may not incur a penalty, a deliberate 
understatement with an attempt at conceal¬ 
ing it could incur a penalty of between 30 per 
cent and 100 per cent of the tax owed.

KENT’S preparations ahead of the new sea¬ 
son have suffered a further blow after it was 
confirmed Australian Stuart Clark will not 
be joining them as their overseas signing. 

The fast bowler was expected to join the 
club at the end of this week for a six-week 
stint ahead of the Ashes, but he was called 
into the Australian one-day squad touring 
South Africa on Saturday 

Clark’s call-up came after Brett Geeves 
fractured his foot during Australia’s 25-run 
defeat to South Africa on Thursday The 33- 
year-old arrived in South Africa on Sunday 
and is likely to make his return to one-day 


international cricket in the fifth and final 
match at the Wanderers on Friday 

It’s a big blow for Kent who have less than 
a week to search for a replacement to spear¬ 
head their bowling attack. It’s been far from 
an ideal start to a season for Kent who will 
be without Amjad Khan after the paceman 
suffered an injury playing for England, 
while Robbie Joseph and Warren Lee both 
picked up niggling injuries in pre-season. 

Kent chief executive, Paul Millman, said: 


‘Whilst we are delighted for the player, we 
are obviously very disappointed that 
Stuart is now unable to join us as planned. 

‘We will assess our options and endeav¬ 
our to have alternative arrangements in 
place as soon as possible.” 

While Kent look for alternatives, Clark 
told Cricinfo he hopes to still join up with 
the county at some point during the season. 

“I was prepared to fly there next week. I 
would still like to play there, but I have to be 
realistic. They might be looldng for someone 
to play for the whole season. We’ll cross that 
bridge after I get back from Dubai.” 


Gills teen signs pro 
forms with Gunners 

FORMER Gillingham youngster Luke 
Freeman has signed professional terms 
with Premier League giants Arsenal. 

The striker moved from Priestfield to 
the Gunners as a 15-year-old in January 
last year. Due to his age at the time of 
joining Arsenal, Freeman could only sign 
an initial student registration. After cel¬ 
ebrating his 17th birthday late last 
month he was able to turn the deal into 
a professional contract. 

While he is yet to be involved in the 
first team set up, the England Youth 
international is progressing well, with 
seven goals in 15 games for the under- 
18s and one substitute appearance for 
the club’s reserves.

Ford keeps door open to 
coach England in future 


GRAHAM Ford has not closed the 
door on coaching England in the 
future, despite taking himself out of 
the running to fill the current 
vacancy. 

Kent’s former South Africa coach was 
believed to be one of the front-runners to take 
over from Peter Moores, together with tempo¬ 
rary coach Andy Flower, but the 48-year-old 
pulled out of the race last month. 

Ford felt it wasn’t the right time for him, but 
hasn’t turned his back on coaching England in 
the future. 

He said: “There were a number of factors I 
took into consideration but for me the timing 
wasn’t right. It would be a huge honour and is 
something I’m sure I would have enjoyed but 
the timing wasn’t right. There’s lots to be done 
at Kent but England wouldn’t be something I’d 
rule out in the future.” 

The South African is yet to meet up with the

Kent squad as both he and batsman Justin

New requirements set by the UK Border 
Agency means the South African pair face 
points-based tests and confirmation from the 
England and Wales Cricket Board before they 
are allowed into the country. 

The club hope Kemp will be on a plane this 
week allowing him to be available for selection 
for Kent’s opening County Championship game 
with Northants on April 21. 

Ford on the other hand, will have to complete 
an English test this week, but is confident of 
joining up with the squad soon. 

Speaking from South Africa, he said: “The 
whole process has changed from past years 
which means I now have to get a sponsorship 
licence which needs to be approved by the ECB. 


I will also need to do an English literacy test 
this week and then hopefully I will be allowed 
to come over. 

“This time of the season is really important as 
it sets you up for the whole season, so to not be 
a part of it is frustrating and quite disappoint¬ 
ing. I’ll just have to get up to speed as quickly 
as possible when I get back.” 

The 48-year-old expects Kemp to join up 
with the rest of the team this week and admits 
it’s far from the ideal preparation ahead of a 
season. 

He said: “[Justin] has been playing cricket in 
Cape Town and I know he has been working 
hard. The frustrating thing is that at the end of 
the season he suffered a back injury and 
missed games, so he is keen to get back. 

“It is a tough one to miss pre-season, but the 
good thing is that he has been playing cricket in 
South Africa for some time.” 

Kent begin a three-day game with 
Loughborough University at St Lawrence 
today (Wednesday). Play starts at 11am.
